Her grandfon, the reigning prince, had lately been-mur- 
deged ‘by an invader, and fhe had afflembled an army of two or three 
thouiand men to take revenge. An agent of the Company went up 
the river, about fifteen miles, in hopes of being able to accommodate a 
matter Which feemed to threaten materially the peace of the country; 
but he was told by the ostee, that unlefs he would land his men and guns, 
and take a decided part in her favor, he had no bufinels there; and he 
was obliged to reimbark without effecting any thing. The aggreffor fol- 
lowed him the fame night, and made his efcape. It does not appear 
likely, from the manners and difpofitions of the people, that the whole 
of the country has ever been united under the jurifdiction of one mo- 
narch.* 


The more powerful rajas aflume authority over the lives of their fub- 
jects. The dependants, in all the campongs, are bound to attend their 
chief in his journcys and in his wars, and when an individual refufes, 
heis expelled from the fociety, without permiffion to take his property 
along with him. The raja fupplics them with food for their expeditions, 
and allows a reward of two beenchangs+ for cach perfon they kill, When 
he pays his gaming debts, he impofes what arbitrary value he thinks 
proper on the horfes and buffalos (no coin being ufed in the coun- 


* The account given by Mende Pinto of his embafly to Anger fry Timor raja, king of the 
Batta;, in the year 1439, may perhaps be thought to contradict this obfervation ; but itis difh- 
cult to reconcile many of the circumftanees he relates, or to form an jdea of the place he went to. 
After leaving Malacea and doubling Achcen head, he failed for four days down the coalt of the 
ocean, till he came to a river called Gaairampim (Alayangin), which had feven fathom water 
(quare Simtel!) He proceeded cight leagues up this river, when he anchored.at Borterendan, 
near Panalu, the refidence of the king, Returning, he coalled back fer twenty fix leagues,

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try) which he delivers, and his fubjects are obliged to accep! them at 
the rate he tenders them. They are forced to work a certain number of 
days each, in his rice plantations. There is alfo a leffer kind of ferviee, 
for land held of any other perfon, The tenantis bound to pay the land- 
lord refpect wherever he meets him, and to give him entertainment 
whenever he comes to his houfe. The people feem to have an abfolute 
and permanent property in their poffeffions ; felling them when they think 
fitting to each other, If a man plants trees and leaves them, no futur 
occupier can fell them, though he may eat the fruit. 


The chief’s revenues arife principally from the fines adjudged in ju- 
dicial proceedings, which he always-appropriates to himfelf; and from 
the produce of the benjamin and camphire trees throughout his diftrict, 
which are_confidered as royal property; but this, in general, is not n-

Their ammunition boxes are provided with a number 
of little wooden cafes, each containing a charge for the picce, which are 
juft our ancient bandoleers; and in thefe are carried likewife their match, 
and fimaller ranjows, the larger being in a joint of bamboo, like a quiver, 
flung over the fhoulder. They have machines curioufly carved and 
adorned, for holding their bullets, and others, of uncommon conftruc- 
tion, for a referve of gunpowder.

Yet they have rather more of ceremony, than the 
people of Rejang or Paffimmah; and there is here an order of perfons 
who may be denominated priefts, as they perform the office of burying 
the dead, and of fortelling lucky and unlucky days, in the obier- 
vance of which they are extremely fuperflitious; one of thefe is employed 
in each campong. They have fome idea of a powerful Being, dilpofed 
to benevolence, and of another, the worker of ill to mankind ; but they 
pay no worthip to cither : ‘nor dogthey appear to entertain any hopes or 
apprehenfion of a future ftate. It is faid that they have a name for the 
former, which they fear to pronounce, but I have fome reafon to think 
it the word “ Daibatiab,” which I learned from a different authority , 
that name correfponding, as before obferved, with thé general name 
for. the Deity throughout the eaft, The evil Spirit they call Murgi/o.

The kings of Achécn poflefs a grant of territory along the fea coaft, as 
far down as Bencoolen, from the fultan of Adenangcabow, whofe fuperiority 
has always been admitted by them, and will be, perhaps, fo long as he 
claims no authority over them, and exacts neither tribute nor homage. 


Achecn has ever been remarkable for the feverity with which crimes P 
are punifhed by their laws; the fame rigour ftill fubfifts, and there is. 
no commutation admitted, as is regularly eftablifhed in the Sea 
countries. ‘There is great reafon ,however to conclude, that the nels) 
alone experience the rod of juftice; the nobles being fecure from re 
tribution in the number of their dependan&&, Petty theft is ae:
